FOUL STREETS AND ALLEYS. 
N A terrible word picture of the condition of 


numerous streets and alleys in this city was 


list of what ought to be thoroughfares was 
presented, all of which are practically im- 
passable, and of alleys that are literally reek- 
ing with filth, the accumulation of months 
and years, which scavengers paid for the serv- 
ice have failed to remove. In many large 
areas the streets are so badly broken up that 
the hack drivers systematically avoid them, 
and passage by a loaded team is attempted 
only to be given up in despair. Of course 
it is impossible to clean those streets 
while in that condition, and they are 
corrupt sloughs in which the fllth 
thrown into them by residents festers and 
smells to heaven. Hundreds of alleys in these 
and other districts are crowded with garbage 
boxes filled with disease-breeding material 
which need not be described. There they lie 
untouched for weeks and months together, 
their poisonous emanations penetrating into 
the adjacent buildings and menacing with an 
epidemic of disease the inhabitants when a 
hot sun starts the filth into more rapid de- 
composition, while many millions of animal 
entities swarm above and within the festering 
mass. Anil it is no discredit to the reporters 
to say that the descriptions are tame as com- 
pared with the actual facts of the case. Any 
person who, after reading the statement, will 
make a tourof observation for himself caf 
conscientiously say, as did the Queen of 
Sheba, that the half has not been told. 

Due alldWwance may be made for the fact 
that the unusually heavy rainfall of the last 
two months much increased the difficulty of 
removing filth, especially on the unpaved 
alleys and the broken streets. But the con- 
ditions are so much worse than they ought to 
be that nothing less than the word disgrace- 
ful“ will apply, added to which they are posi- 
tively dangerous. A terribly ineffi ient scav- 
enger service is responsible for very much of 
the evil, and a lack of police supervision for 
the rest. The scavenger department ought to 
be so organized and Uirected that it can care 
each day for a reasonable quantity of filth all 
over the city, and not only take it away from 
the places in which it is deposited by the 
people, but carry it o crematories where it 
will be totally consumed by fire, instead of 
being dumped to fester in places where 
its presence will be little less objectionable 
than in those from which it was removed. 
The duties of the police force ought th include 
daily inspection ‘of the city in its Sanitary as- 
pect. The police officer patrolling his beat 
should be réquired to note and report on all 
considerable infractions of sanitary law. It 
should be his business to report the placing in 
streets and alleys of material which has no 
right to be there, and improper disposition of 
material that citizens are authorized to put 
outside the building instead of burning it 
within. Also it should be his duty to report 
on the condition of a street after it has been 
torn up by gas companies or others and the 
pavement nominally replaced by them, The 
latter is one of the most important points that 
could be insisted on, as it is largely owing to 
Buch neglect that so many streets are impass- 
able. 

A remedy for this miserable state of things 
is imperatively necessary and should be pro- 
vided right away. The city Aldermen ought 
not to adjourn for their summer vacation till 
they have set in motion the engine which is to 
abate the evil, at least, to tolerable dimen- 
sions. They and the other authorities should 
instantly propose and speedily mature plans 
for cleaning the streets and alleys and prop- 
erly disposing of the filth thus removed. If 
the reform is neglected till after they return 
from vacation it will be late in the fall before 
they begin to work upon it, and then winter 
will come along too soon to permit the doing 
of half or perhaps a quarter of what ought to 
to be accomplished before the close 
of the year. It is a case of urgency, 
one which demands the dropping of petty dif- 
ferences of opinion and jealousies if any ex- 
ist, a willingness to pull off the coat and go to 
work in harmony for thecommon good, If 
special assessments be considered necessary 
they should be decided on with a unanimity 
that will give little encouragement to object- 
ors, and, above all, it ought to be resolved to 
purify the service, so as to insure that the 
funds will be paid to men for doing their duty, 
not for bumming and loafing. 


THE CRANK PARTY PLATFORM. 

The declaration of “principles” by the 
crank party convention at Omaha is a curious 
document, It is brimming over with contra- 
dictions—full of demands which if granted 
would result in a chaos of unreason and im- 
practicability. It demands “free and un- 
limited coinage of silver and gola at the pres- 
ent legal ratio of 16 to 1°’; but what is the 
use of wanting free and unlimited coinage of 
‘gold when there would be no gold to coin in 
competition with the very much cheaper 
silver? The gold would soon be handled in 
the shape of bullion and sold at a big premium 
in silver, as the ratio of intrinsic value is 23 
tol. Nor would either of those metals be 
coined as money if the second crank demand 
were granted—viz.: “that the amount of cir- 
culating medium be speedily increased to not 
less than $50 per capita” to begin with. That 
would mean the issue of 3,300 millions of fiat 
sctip paper money as a starter, to be 
followed by the issue of other billions when 
the people found out that it had not the 
purchasing power promised. 

There is not in the whole document even an 
intimation of any way in which the value of 
that paper money is to be sustained at any 
purchasing power other than that which would 
attach to it by reason of its legal tender char- 
acter, provided, that anybody would consent 
to receive it as a legal teuder or sell anything 
on credit to be paid with it. In the absence 
ofany guarantee ,for its redemption in any 
tangible value the stuff could not be forced 
on creditors in the payment of old debts; and 
no one would consent to sell for it property or 
labor. Consequently the fiat rags would soon 
be universally rated as of no value and drop 
out of circulation. 

Then these cranks profess to want a “ grad- 
uated income tax.” It is difficult to see of 
what use that would be in running the govern- 
ment, as the tax would be paid in fiat cur- 
rency, of no value for the purchase of sup- 
plies for the army and navy or postal trans- 
portation or the pay of government officials. . 
As weil might the taxpayers be assessed per 
pound in paper on their inccmes in 
such currency as the People’s party cranks 
want as to rate their taxes at so much per 
dollar, There need be little doubt that under

It is not strange that a lot of 
dishonest visionaries and swindlers should 
rate intelligence, virtue, and temperance as 
minor matters, but they need not have been 
such arrant asses as to all vertise the fact to the 
people.

„the safe deposit of the fiat stuff they de- 
mand to have issued to take the place of coin 
money which has an intriusio value. They 
need not be afraid that any thief would be so 
mean as to steal it when once he understood 
of how little use it could be to him.

duties on protecte(l goods. A. little study of 
official documents shows the absurdity of 
these statements. | The total custom-house re- 
ceipts for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1892, 
were $178,000,000, The amount collected 
from imported | wines, spirits, fermented 
liquors, and tobaeco was about twenty-one 
millions. The revenue derived from duties on 
all other articles, most of them competitive 
manufactured godds, was $158,000,000, Sup- 
posing that during the last fiscal year the only 
duties levied had been 3 cents a pound on 
sugar, 5 on coffee; 10 on tea, 10 on spices, and 
10 on cocoa, and also the present spirits, wine, 
and tobacco duties. In that ¢ase the receipts 
would have been as follows:

simply a promise to pay a stated sum in 


specie, when they can make it money without 


redemption, They say in their Omaha plat- 
form: 

We demand a national currency, sate, sound, 
and flexible, issued by the General Government 
only, a full legal-tender for all debts, public and 
private, and that without the use of banking cor- 
porations, a just, equitable, and efficient means 
of distribution direct to the people, at a tax not 
to exceed 2 per cent per annum to be provided as 
set forth in the Subtreasury plan of the Farmers’ 
Alliance, or a better system; also by payments in 
discharge of its obligations for public improve- 
ments. 

What do they mean by safe and sound? 


Do they want money that will pass all over 
the Union at par with gold or silver? If so 
we are on that basisnow and have plenty of 
money for the legitimate uses of trade, com- 
merce, and speculation. They want ths 
„gate and sound money to be issued by 
the government. They do not say “coined,” 
but want it manufactured by a paper mill and 
printing press. They want it to be made a 
„full legal tender for all debts,” but do not 
say for debts now due, though it cannot 
be doubted that is what they intend and de. 
sire. The money is to be issued on the 
Subtreasury plan of the Farmers’ AlNance”’ 
at 2 percent per annum, loaned at this rate 
on lands held by farmers and us d to pay at 
full face for all public improvements, of course 
including those made already. That is where 
the gazelle comes in, The people receiving 
this stuff in exchange for good sound 
money paid outin the past might do what 
they could with it. Probably it would soon 
be passing from hand to hand at little more 
than a cent on the dollar. Aman might sell 
a horse for $100,000'in the stuff if he thought 
he could pay it ovt for something else on the 
same depreciated terms, but he would not 
sell land forit. Nor would a workman accept 
it as wages for labor. After the scrip had 
been used as a fraud with which to pay off ali 
debts now existing, and allow the debtors to 
retain possession of the broperty, it would be 
of no further earthly use.

AUTOMATIC BRAKES AND COUPLER BILL. 

The Republican National convention at 
Minneapolis favored in its platform “ effi- 
cient legislation by Congress to protect the 
life and 'imb of employés of transportation 
com panies engaged in carrying on inter-State 
commerce.“ The Democratic National con- 
vention at Chicago, in much the same lan- 
guage, favored legislation by Congress and 
State Legislatures to protéct the lives and 
limbs of railway employés and those gf other 
hazardous transportation companies. Presi- 
dent Harrison in his first message to Con- 
gress called attention to the fact that during 
the year 1888 more than 2,000 railway em- 
pioyés were killed and more than 20,000 were 
injured in the services of their roads, and said: 

It is competent, I think, for Congress to require 
uniformity in the construction of cars used in 
inter-State commerce and the use of improved 
safety appliances upon such trains. Time will be 
necessary to make the needed changes, but an 
earnest and intelligent beginning should be made 
at once. 

In his next annual message and also in his 
last he repeated his recommendation and 
emphasized its importance, saying: 

Ihave twice before urgently called the atten- 

tion of Congress to the necessity of legislation for 
the protection of the lives of railroad employés. 
During the year ending June 30,'1890, 369 brake- 
men were killed and 7.841 maimed while engaged 
in coupling cars. The total number of employés 
killed during the year was 2,451, and the number 
injured 22,390. This is acruel and largely a need- 
less sacrifice. The government is spending 
nearly one million dollars annually to 
save the lives shipwrecked sea- 
men; every steam yessol is rigidly 
inspected and required to adopt the most 
approved safety appliances, All this is good, but 
how shall we excuse the lack of interest and 
effort in behalf of this army of brave young men 
who, in our land of commerce, are being sacri- 
ficed every year by the continued use of an- 
tiquated and dangerous appliances? A law re- 
quiring of every railroad engaged in ix ter-State 
commerce equipment each year of a given per 
cent of its freight cars with automatic couplers 
and air-brakes would very soon and very greatly 
reduce the present fearful death rate among 
railroad employés, 
. Early in the present session a reasonable 
bill was offered in Congress looking to the 
remedy of the evils of which the President com- 
plained by providing for a uniform system of 
brakes and automatic couplers, but allbwing 
ample time for the roads to make the necessary 
changes and imposing as little financial bur- 
den as possible. This bill still remains in the 
committee's hands, though the conventions of 
the two great parties have iudorsed the neces- 
sity of effective legislation in this direction. 
It is now three years since the President 
called the attention of Congress to the sub- 
ject,and no final step has yet been taken. 
Why this delay? Is it because there are no 
votes and no boodle in this bill? Or is it be- 
cause railroid influence is strong enough to 
delay action? 

There is nothing unreasonable in the bill 
which has been formulated, It provides for 
power brakes on locomotives, continuous 
brakes on freight-cars, and automatic coup- 
lers. It sets forth that all new locomotives 
must be equipped with power brakes after 
July, 1893, and all new cars with continuous 
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_brakes and automatic couplers after July, 


1895, All locumotives must have power brakes 
after July, 1895, and after July, 1898, all 
freight-cars must have automatic couplers 
and continuous brakes,” which makes seven 
years before a complete change can be effect. | 
ed, The Philadelphia Press discussing this 
question contributes some interesting figures 
bearing upon it: 

This country has today about 1,150,000 freight- 
cars, They increase about 44,000 a year net, about 
220,000 having been added in the five years, 1888. 
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with new brakes, Thisis three times the num- 
ber equipped last year, including new cars. Such 


begin to pay in greater capacity for moving 
freight and greater speed in making up trains. 

As against any question of increased ex- 
pense to the roads there stands the awful 
record of over 2,000 employés of the roads 
killed and over 20,000 of them injured every 
year by reason of defective brakes and coup- 
lers. How many passengers are killed and in- 
» jured it is difficult tocompute. The destruc- 
tion of life on the railways of the country 
every year is only equaled by the catas- 
trophes of great battlefields, There is, 
therefore, no effective argument to be 
made against this bill. It gives the roads am- 
ple time to make the necessary changes at a 
reasonable expense. It imposes no hardship, 
but even if it did, if there were no other way 
to solve the problem, the railroad companies 
should be compelled to carry out the provis- 
ions of this bill in the interests of human life 
—the lives of their employés and their passen- 
gers, and there should be no further delay in 
Congress. The lives of the men ia service and 
of the traveling public are at stake. To this 
contingency all other considerations must 
give way. 
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Tux Chicago junior Democratic organ says: 

Already the cry is raised that the Democratic 
platform means free trade. Well, o be it. The 
platform certainly means a tariff for no other 
purpose than to raiserevenue. It means no tariff 
to force self-sustaining industries to contribute 
to the support of mendicant industries. 

It says further that an exotic pauper in- 
dustry ’’ which has been “imposed upon the 
country dy protection should not be allowed 
to remain as a perpetual burden. 

This is plain enough talk, as far as it goes, 
but the workingmen, especially in the East, 
where the manufactures of the country are 
largely concentrated, would like to know 
which these exotic pauper industries are which 
are to snuffed out if the Democrats are suc- 
cessful. They would like to know how many 
men are employed in these industries, and 
what they will do for a living when their pres- 
ent occupations are gone. 

Is the silk manufacture of Néw Jersey 
(Dem.) which employs over 40,000 persons one 
of these mendicant industries that is to be 
wiped out? Isthe manufacturing of glass 
which gives employment to over 4,000 per- 
sons, a large number of them in West Vir- 
ginia (Dem.), one of the pauper exotics that is 
to be extinguished? If soto what other trades 
are these 85,000 men who are to be thrown 
out of work to turn for the means of support? 
And what will the effect of their intrusion 
into other trades be on the wages paid to men 
engaged in them? 

The junior organ should make out a list of 
the “exotics” it expects to see frosted to 
death by free trade when Cleveland is elected. 
Then it should inform these workmen that 
the wages which they have been getting were 
“extorted from the consumers through the 
machinery of protection; that the Demo- 
crats intend to putan end to protection and 
to their high wages, aud would 4ikd to have 
the assistance of their votes next fall in doing 
so. Let it be known wuich are the mendi-’ 
cant industries that cannot be carried any 
longer. Who are the workingmen who are 
marked out for slaughter? 


Taz Parisian method for preventing the 
deposition of filth and waste matter in the 
streets is effectual there. Why cannot it be 
so in thiscity? The rule is simply to hold 
each property-owner or holder responsibie for 
the condition of the street in front of the 
property he controls, And the police see to 
it.

We hire a lot of men to inspect 
sidewalks, and the result need not 
be told. The Building Inspector ought 
to be competent to notice and report 
the violation of an ordinance against 
the improper disposal of garbage or a broke 
sidewalk. But neither of those things 5 
within his bailiwick, and he pays no attention 
to them. The officer who is given a beat to 
patrol should be sufficiently intelligent to no- 
tice any uf these things, and if not, ought to 
make way for somebody who is competent to 
perform the service that is within the power 
of any man having the use of his nesural 
senses. 


On does not have to look far for the rea- 
sons which impelled the Omaha cranks to 
nominate James G. Fields, an unknown man 
from Virginia, for the Vice-Presidency.

Troops Called Out to Prevent the Libera- 
tion of Prisoners. 


Mam, July.5.—A mob formed at Cala-

Dunram, July 5.—The Irish-American Com- 
mission, which arrived here a few days ago 
forthe purpose of trying to effect a peaceful 
settlement of the differences existing between 
the warring Irish factions, wrote to Justin 
MeCarthy proposing an interview between 
him and John Redmond with a view to nego- 
tiations looking to the establishment of peace.

Mr. Tyler had left his home at the corner of 
Sixth and Busseron streets but a few minutes 
before. He went to the livery stable where 
his horses were kept and inquired after a sick 
horse that belonged to him. He requested the 
liveryman to hitch up one of the stable an- 
imals. 

It was his custom to arrive at the bank at 
9 o’clock. This morning he went to the post- 
office and took a large bundle of bank mail 
from his box, then walked to the livery stable. 
On securing his, horse he drove directly to the 
cemetery, left the bundle of —.— on the 
buggy seat, hitched his horse securely to the 
post, and walked into the cemetery, where he 
sat down on the mound that covered the re- 
mains of his —_ ter a who died in 
February, 1888, at Evanston, 

Cemetery Sexton Dolson 1 within fifty 
yards of the spot where Banker Tyler seated 
himself. Mrs. Cummings, the mother of the 
sexton, was ou the front porch and noted the 
approach of the banker, saw him enter the 
cemetery and sit down on ‘the grave. 

His action did not create any apprehension 
in her mind because it was his custom to 
make daily visits to the grave. Mrs. Cum- 
mings saw him pull out his revolver from his 
2 and place it at his breast over the 

on of the heart. The report of the re- 
— ver indicated the terrible deed that had 
been committed. 

The sexton’s wife rushed to the cemetery as 
fast as she could run, and, grasping hold of 
his hand, exclaimed: ‘**O! Mr. Tyler, what 
have you done? 

The body fell prostrate on the mound and 
life was extinct before help could arrive. He 
uttered no sound other than afew moans, 
The Coroner and undertaker were eummoned 
at once and the body removed as speedily as 
possible to his residence. 

No cause is assigned for the act. It has 
been well known that Mr. Tyler was grief- 
stricken at the time of his daughter’s death, but 
of late he had become resigned to his misfor- 
tune and apparently seemed happy. He left 
word, no explanation, no letters nor d 
ments of any kind. The sensation this 0 
created was tremendous. is num 
friends were almost paralyzed when the 
was reported to them. He was held in high 

esteem by the community and county in gen- 
eral, and the bank he represented was one of 
the foremost in the State. He had been Presi- 
dent of the bank for over twelve years. 
He was a careful conservative busi- 
ness-man. His health seemed 
perfect and indicated no impending trouble. 

He spent the Fourth of July in amusement 
with his friends at the club and seemed to be 
if anything more merry than usual. His 
manner was bright, active, and jovial. Even 
this mornmg as he walked on the streets he 
greeted his acquaintances with a frankness 
and friendliness that were particularly 
marked. 

There seems to be some evidence that he 
was suffering from mental anguish. When he
